It’s such 
fun to eat a lobster with your fingers 
and crack the claws up with an old 
nut cracker and dip hot melted but- 
ter out of a shell and then be able to 
pull a Henry VIII and hurl the shells 
away back over your head, or a Fido 
and dig a little hole and bury them.

gers. There was corn on the cob 
(loads of butter) whole, ripe, big, 
red tomatoes, broiled chicken and 


those delicious lobsters and lots and 
lots of icy cold beer. 

After we had eaten, I felt so con- 
tented and satisfied and happy that 
I wanted to burst into song, you 
know the kind: “I’ve been working 
on the R. R.’’, or ‘‘Down in the old 
corn field’, but nothing doing.

Always use olive oil to fry fish. Fry 
small fish and add a little strained 
honey and chopped chives. Tuna fish 
is called the ‘‘veal of the ocean” and 
he gave me a good sounding recipe 
for cooking it. Buy fillets of tuna (I 
should think any old fillet would do), 
put them in a fireproof dish, cover 
with tomato sauce, breadcrumbs to 
which chopped garlic has been added, 
sprinkle with chopped Parsley, moist 
en with olive oil and cook in a mod- 
erate oven for 20 to 30 minutes, ac- 
cording to the size of the fillets. 

A good way to cook shrimp. For 
this simple but savory dish the 
shrimp must be alive. They are boil- 
ed for about 5 to 7 minutes in a court 
bouillon consisting of 1% a pint of dry 
white wine and % a pint of water in 
which a dozen or so small onions, 2 
shallots, finely chopped, and 1 shred- 
ded carrot have boiled for 30 minutes, 
with a few sprigs of parsley, thyme 
and a bay leaf, and a seasoning of 
salt, pepper and a little cayenne. They 
are then removed from the stock and 
kept hot while the stock is rapidly 
boiled and reduced. A little butter 
and chopped parsley is added and the 
sauce is poured over them. These 
can also be served iced, but in this 
case do not add the butter sauce. 

The above recipe was not given to 
me by the old man down here, but is 
an old Belgian job. The name hap- 
pens to be ECREVISSES A LA LIE- 
GEOISE.

Given a nice ride by Jockey Haley, 
the Forbes mare kept close to the 
pace for the first turn of the field, 
jumping well all along, and moved 
up to share the contention with Dun 
Lucky at the twelfth fence. The son 
of Dunlin continued strongly to the 
finish and only relinquished his lead 
at the final fence where the mare 
shook him off and managed to hold 
on stubbornly to the end.

the Nydrie Stud was bought by B. F. Whitaker. A fine looking type, this 
Gallant Fox, a half brother to Donita M., looked to be off to a Flying start 
when the well known turf-owner, William Woodward, shot an opener of 
$3,000 to the first ‘what am I bid” of the auctioneer’s. Bidding slowed up 
at five thousand and B. F. Whitaker was the new owner at $5,400. The 
Jacopo colt, out of Amble, the first of the evening, was considered to have 
been a good bargain, when bought by Max Hirsch, for $2,700. The Brandy- 
wine Stable acquired the lovely Pompey—Gallant Lady filly for $2,500. 
Nydrie Stud sold seven head for a total of $15,900 an average of $2,271. 

On Friday night, Arthur B. Hancock’s night, the moving spirits of bid- 
ding, as on previous nights, were the moving-picture moguls, Harry B. War- 
ner of Warner Bros., and Louis B. Mayer of the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. The 
former, with John Kermath, his trainer, bidding and buying too, vied for 
the prizes with Mr. Mayer who had Don Cameron with him. Mr. Cameron 
chose to bid higher and more often and if he sustains his present aggressive- 
ness in obtaining yearlings for Mr. Mayer, he should be the big buyer of the 
Sales. 

As the result of the infusion of the competitive aspirations of the movie 
men, along with Millsdale and Calumet Stables of Chicago and a strong con- 
tending bidder in Norman W. Church, the leading breeder in this country 
for the past three years, Arthur B. Hancock, was proven the outstanding 
consignor to the sales this year. 59 offerings were sold for $232,650 averag- 
ing $3,943. Last year the master of Ellerslie-Claiborne sold only 41, but 
averaged $4,743. 

The top price of the Saratoga Sales last week was set when a Hancock 
colt and a filly were each hammered off at $16,000. The Chicago stables of 
Millsdale and Calumet split on these acquisitions, with Mr. Church encourag- 
ing. Millsdale got the Stimulus—Risk filly, a half-sister to the ill-fated Sky 
Larking. Calumet secured the son of Bull Dog—Sabine. 

Many new buyers were listed in the resumes while many outstanding ones 
of other years were conspicuous in their absence, the most notable of these 
being Mrs. Ethel V. Mars, leading buyer of the 1937 sales. However, her 
trainer Bob McGarvey was on the scene, with keen observation for each indi- 
vidual, and he did not miss the fine type represented in the son of Hard 
Tack—Alice Harris, a half-brother to Teralice. Mrs. Mars’ Milky Way 
Farms paid $10,500, the third highest price of the Hancock fifty-nine. A 
daughter of Sir Gallahad III—Prodigy went to the Manhasset Stable for $9,- 
500 for the next nearest top. 

A new comer to the Sales is the W. L. 
conspicuously prominent as a buyer this past week. This Ranch got a good 
colt by Stimulus—Gentle Julia, a brother to Cousin Joe for $9,000. M. L. 
Emerich and A. Pelleteri, owners of Millsdale Stable, also bought a colt by 
Stimulus—Nettie Stone for $7,700. 

However, of the 59 offered by Hancock, Virginia can lay claim rightly to 
but 12. Of these, nine of them were Pompeys, averaging a full $2,488 for 
$22,400. The top Pompey, out of Hurry Home, by Omar Khayyam, was 
bought by William K. Hitt for $5,600, who likewise purchased the Pompey— 
Fasnet for $3,300" A. G. Vanderbilt bought the Pompey—Maridel, a filly, 
for $1,700, while Don Cameron hoisted his bids for Mr. Mayer to $2,200 for 
the Flora Mary Pompey filly. 

On Monday last, Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Court Manor consignment from 
New Market, held the spot-light of the sale-ring, with 46 head bringing 
$107,300 for an average of $2,333. Most in demand were the *Sun Briars, 
with 11 bringing $37,600; while the sons and daughters of Neddie, 13 in all 
brought $35,400. The *Gino lot, disappointingly enough, brought about half 
the average of last year, when they were the sensation of the sales. The 
*Ginos averaged $1,700 for $20,400. 

As Chronicled in prediction, the top of the sale was the brown colt by 
*Sun Briar—Rose Petal, by High Time, who was knocked down to Selby 
Burch for $12,000. The highest price for a filly was half that sum, which 
Warren Wright bid for the bay daughter of *Sun Briar—Felside, by Fair 
Play. 

The second high for the Court Manor offering 
like his sire Neddie, out of Mint Friary, by Mint Briar, 
Tall Trees Stable obtained this racy looking youngster, while the Brandy- 
wine Stable paid $5,500 for the Neddie—Sun Fritters, by *Sun Briar. 

Nelson Dunstan, of the Morning Telegraph, who is probably in better posi- 
tion than anyone in the country to-day to most accurately appraise the re- 
sults of the Court Manor sale believes that the *Gino yearlings were all great 
bargains. Had *Gino’s sons and daughters been more successful on the 
tracks this year, they would have undoubtedly passed up last year’s total for 
the sales. Very few of the *Gino yearlings of 37 have raced, however, due 
to many reasons, and the coughing epidemic which set back many a good two 
year old early in the season, has delayed the racing for a lot of his get. How- 
ever with more successes like Galley Slave, Lucky Omen, and Gin Fritters, 
the big grey *Gino is still to bring renown to Mr. Kilmer and Court Manor. 

Court Manor night brought out a packed house and some new bidders. 
William Ziegler, Jr., who figured in on several on the Hancock night, bought 
a $5,200 Ne Surplice, paid $1,100 for a Neddie filly—Dark Love and 
the same for a brown colt, *Gino—Sun Lightship.

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MINT JULEP 


by Irvin S. Cobb 


Editor’s Note: The following ar- 
ticle by Mr. Cobb was sent to us by 
our good friend Mr. Vaughn Flannery 
of Cockade Farms, Darlington, Md., 
after he had read Mrs. White’s Col- 
umn on Mint Juleps.

well known author. 


Come we now, reverently, please, 
to what I insist is the queen mother 
of all the infusions—the Mint Julep. 
Who first compiled this most regal of 
refreshments? Nobody answers. But 
our hearts are throbbing monuments 
to his anonymous memory. The very 
origin of the julep is wreathed in the 
mists of antiquity—the same as the 
early wandering of the Celts, the i- 
dentity of the inventor of books or 
the mystery of who it was that smote 
Billy Patterson. We do know that 
it was evolved in the South, that it 
has been enshrined in the affections 
of a grateful constituency for at least 
a century. Throughout the universe 
it is now popular, and that loud and 
thankful labial acknowledgment of 
its superiorities at the conclusion of 
the draft is the smack that was heard 
around the world. 

There are many schools of thought 
on this important subject, as there 
are many methods of adorning the 
masterpiece. So great has been the 
argument “on this subject that often 
the controversy could only be solved 
by recourse to pistols at dawn. One 
group holds that the bruised mint 
should be left in the potion. But my 
grandfather always insisted that 
a man who would let the crushed 
leaves and the mangled stemlets steep 
in the finished decoction would put 
scorpions in a baby’s bed. And as 
for the dash of nutmeg which some 
barbarians insist on sifting across the 
top of the glass—well, down our way 
we’ve always had a theory that the 
Civil War was not brought on by Se- 
cession or Slavery or the States 
Rights issue. These matters contri- 
buted to the quarrel, but there was 
a deeper reason. It was brought on 
by some Yankee coming down South 
and putting nutmeg in a julep. So 
our folks just up and left the Union 
flat. 

Some expert practitioners insist on 
Rye as the basic motif. Practically 
all Marylanders, many Virginians 
and Carolinians, New Yorkers and 
New Englanders and a few Tennesse- 
eans hold this doctrine as sanctified. 
The majority of Kentuckians, the 
folk of Chicago, the middle and far 
west, Texans, Missourians and Louis- 
ianians swear by holy Bourbon, but 
all the deft technicians, wheresoever 
found, agree that the liquor must be 
old, mellow whiskey—the blandest in 
its savor, the richest in its perfume, 
the most lingering in its softly-ex- 
Diring after-aroma. 

In the name of the julep I have 
Seen high crimes and flagrant mis- 
demeanors committed. In one Corn 
Belt city, which I shall not name here 
because probably it’s enough ashamed 
of itself already, I have stood in hor- 
ror and with seared eye-balls have 
Seen a julep converted into a harsh 
green tea by the sacrilegious use of 
Peppermint sprigs—not mint, pep- 
Permint! But if one’s fancy inclines 
that way why not just swallow a 
mothball and be done with it? Along 
the Eastern Seaboard—north of Bal- 








timore, of course, because they know 
better there—I have been affronted 
by an architectural monstrosity, con- 
taining such foreign substances as 
flavoring extracts, canned goods, arti- 
ficial coloring, grated cinnamon, and 
almost anything else that wasn’t nail- 
ed down. Any person who would call 
that a julep—and these savages ac- 
tually did—would be sufficiently ig- 
norant to think Cincinnati is a new 
form of chewing gum. And once, in 
Farther Maine, a criminal masque- 
rading as a barkeeper at a summer 
hotel, reared for me a strange struc- 
ture that had nearly everything in 
it except the proper constituents of a 
julep. It had in it sliced pineapple, 
orange peel, lemon juice, pickled pea- 
ches, sundry other fruits and various 
berries, both fresh and preserved; 
and the whipped-up white of an egg, 
and for a crowning atrocity a flirt of 
allspice across that expanse of pallid 
meringue. When I could in some de- 
gree restrain my weeping, I told him 
things. ‘‘Brother’’, I told him, be- 
tween sobs, “brother, all this needs 
is a crust on it and a knife to eat it 
with, and it would be a typical ex- 
ample of the supreme effect in pastry 
of your native New England house- 
wife’s breakfast table. ‘But, brother’, 
I said, “I didn’t come in here for a 
pie, I mentioned a julep; and you my 
poor erring brother, you have done 
this to me! Go.’ I said,“‘go and sin 
no more or, at least, sin as little as 
possible.”’ 

For myself I like best the New 
Orleans julep and the Kentucky julep 
of which latter, however, there are 
at least three standard versions. I 
was present in a New Orleans club on 
a historic time when a very promi- 
nent Wall Street banker, who had 
come down there to celebrate Mardi 
Gras and had stayed over to put on 
a little private Mardi Gras of his own, 
was introduced to the genuine article 
in the line of a creole julep, Carnival 
style. You should have witnessed 
what a magic transformation it was 
that stole over that man. At the out- 
set he seemed but poor material to 
work on, too. For he was a typical 
Wall Street investment banker—had 
an eye in his head like an undertak- 
er’s night bell, and a jaw like a 
clamped wolf trap, and, so I would 
suspect, thought of the future only in 
terms of thirty, sixty, and 
days. Further to show you just how 
conservative he was: he was almost 
the last stand of the North American 
side-whisker, now, alas, practically 
an extinct species, along with the fur- 
bearing plush ear-muff, the red wol- 
len pulse warmer, the great auk, and 
the Ozark sulphur-rumped  juju- 
pecker. 





After his first helping of julep he 
went right out in the open, and said 


that although he came of old Puritan]; 


stock from up in the interior of Mass- 
achusetts, he was proud to take this 
opportunity of stating that his people 
always had been very strong Southern 
sympathizers, and to this good day 
kept a steel engraving of Robert E. 
Lee hanging in the front hall. Fol- 
lowing the next replenishment, he 
requested that somebody be so kind 
as to take him riding in a barouche 
along the old bayou so he could har- 
ken to the mocking-bird warbling in 
the magnolia tree and watch the 
moonlight sifting through the lace- 
like tracery of the Spanish mosses. 
After the third of these insidious li- 
quid knickknacks had kissed his lips 
and slid down him, he began dozing, 
only rousing to say he’d like very 
much to break a fifty-dollar bill, pro- 
vided he was absolutly sure they’d 
give him all his change in Confeder- 
ate money. His mood changed then, 
and when I left he had just offered

to whip in the 
house. 

After all I reckon though that my 
faith, ever since my adolescence, has 
been bedrocked in the Kentucky 
julep. I used to like to watch my 
uncle make one—a grizzled, unrecon- 
structed, veteran gunner-officer he 
was, one-time chief of artillery on 
Breckinridge’s staff and fairly active 
in Johnson’s Army—until Johnson 
ran out of Army. He always held 
that the best mint grew in the grave 
of a Confederate brigadier so that the 
congenial essences of the slumbering 
warrior’s soul might steal up through 
the sod to whisper to the tender roots 
of that fronded greenery waving a- 
bove, while he awaited the bugle for 
Eternity’s roll-call. 


any damn-Yankee 


I wonder whether any mint grows 
on the mound where my uncle sleeps? 
I hope so. Anyhow, may he rest in 
peace—and he will, if Over There he 
can find somebody to listen while he 
cusses out General William Tecum- 
seh Sherman. 

He was one of your old school 
julepists, this uncle of mine. With 
him building a julep was a majestic 
rite, a solemn ceremonial, and going 
about the preparations, he was every 
bit as serious as a grand lodge funer- 
al. He lifted the spoon with a ritual- 
istic gesture. There was something 
pontifical in his very approach to the 
sugarbowl. The sideboard became a 
high altar, the demijohn a_ sacred 
vessel. 


But presently, as he fussed and 
manipulated; as the snowy rime for- 
med on the silver goblet, and the ice 
tinkled like sweet small temple bells, 


poetry entered into the worshipful 
proceeding—poetry and romance and 
snatches of bygone visions. You cau- 
ght the plunk of the banjo and the 
melancholy throatiness of some Afric 
chant drifting from a whitewashed 
log-cabin across damask tobacco- 
patch and shimmering help-field; you 
seemed to behold the cardinal bird,

where she leaned against a porch pil- 
lar of an old red-brick homestead set 
on the crest of a rolling hill; you 
watched fat cows splashing in the 
shady creek, and waved to a thorough 
bred colt cavorting in a knee-deep 


pasture, and nodded to an old black 
stable-boss half asleep in his shade- 


dappled dooryard; and you sent your 
best wishes after a sunburnt young- 
ster on a single-footin’ hoss racking 
down a sandy road for to see his 
true love. 

Oh, vanished lady! Oh, darky mus- 
ic!
